Williamstad, Curacao, Dec, 22—Re- 
ports broug’t here today by the steam- 
er Seulia indicate that the outbreak 
against President Castro at Caracas 
last week has been followed by other 
developmenta showing the unrest of 
the covntry.

German authorities, Since his arrival 
he has been most secretive about his 
future plans, and the members of bis 
sujte are equally reticent. The result 
isa flood of rumors, the general tenor 
of which that Castro intriguing 
to get Germany to help him out of his 
diplomatic difficulties, These reports 
are indignantly refuted by the gov- 
ernment officials, who deny that they 
are having any official communication 
with Castro, Their embarrassment, 
however, is heightened by the seque! 
of. various German firms dealing in 
arms and ammunition, who ace ii 
Castro a possible customer. From 
these firms he is receiving offers of 
military supplies, including fleld guns 
and large quantities of rifles. In the 
meantime Castro himself is living at 
a private hospital, where he has taken 
a ten-room suite, confining himeelf to 
simple meais without wines. He at- 
tends to only the most important part 
of his correspondence, which fills sev- 
eral baskets daily. Resident Venezue- 
lan officials declare that Holland's 
seizure of the Venezuelan ships only 
strengthens Castro’s position, as 
tends to rally all parties to the sup- 
port of the existing administration 
Cutting Off Castro's Credit.

APPENDIX A USEFUL ORGAN. 


Important Surgical Discovery Made By | 
a London Doctor. 


Teadon, Dec, 22—What purports to be 
an important discovery in reference to 
the veriform appendix is described by 
one of the surgeons of the West J.ondon 
hospital, apparently showing that the 
dangerous, mysterious organ can greatly 
help a surgeon in treating diseases of 
the lower intestines, The difficulty of ap- } 
plying medicines in the lower intestines 
is overcome by using the appendix. The 
operation begins exactly in the same 
manner as the former operation for ap- 
pendicities, but instead of removing the | 
organ che surgeon threads it through the | 
various layers of muscle in the abdem 
ina! wall and attaches it to the skin, It 
is then opened and by a tube passed | 
through it any necessary medicine can | 
be applied directly to the mucuous mem- 
brane of the lower intestines. The appen- 
dix, it is said, may safely be left open 
im this position becuse the abdominal 
fuuseles protect it sufficiently.
